A Special Meeting of the Sullivan County Delegation was called by 
the Chairman to discuss proposed new county hospital building pro- 
gram in view of changed engineers estimates of costs involved in 
renovating present facilities so that they may comply with State and 
Federal requirements. Also the fact that all utility renovating costs 
will not be eligible for Federal reimbursements, and a new facility 
for 150 beds would appear to cost less, because of full Federal fund 
participation, than remodeling and renovating of old facility. 


Questionnaires had been sent to all members of the Delegation 
previous to this meeting to inform them of these changes and to let 
them have time to form opinions as to what might be done. 


Meeting was called to order at 7:30 P.M. by Mr. Nahil. In the 
absence of Mrs. DeLude, Chairman of the County Delegation, the 
motion was made by Mrs. Frizzell, seconded by Miss Bailey, that 
Mr, Nahil, who is Chairman of the Building Committee, be appointed 
Chairman for the meeting. Vote was unanimous. 


Roll call of those present as follows: Messrs. Barrows, Nahil, 
Mackintosh, Merrifield, Downing, Prudhomme, Campbell, Hood, Angus, 
Gaffney, Williamson, D’Amante, Crane, Bascom, Philbrick, Reney 
and Wirkkala. Also Miss Bailey, Mrs. Frizzell, Mrs. Hamilton, and 
Mrs. DeLude, who arrived late, as she was unavoidably detained. 


Also present were Commissioners Bailey, Forrest and Woodhull, 
Mr. and Mrs. Ahern, and the architect Brooke Fleck of Hanover, N.H.

whether to renovate present hospital for helps quarters, or for house 
of correction, or to plan at some future date to build new house of 
correction and/or jail. How many people present hospital would house, 
and what to be done with wooden administration building. Many ques- 
tions regarding costs were brought up. 
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Motion made by James Mackintosh, seconded by Mr. Angus, that 
the Delegation go on record as favoring Plan B — new construction 
of 150 bed unit at cost of about $10,000 per bed. VOTE showed 14 
in favor, none opposing, several declining to go on record. 


On question #2 — Do you want to maintain present site or move 
to population center? Motion made by Mackintosh, seconded by Angus, 
that the Delegation build at present site since it is most logical one 
to use. VOTE showed 17 in favor, 3 opposed, 1 no vote. 


On question #3 — Do you want recommendations of a consult- 
ant for best plan? After much discussion pro and con it was moved 
by Mr. Campbell, seconded by Mackintosh, that this question be passed 
over entirely. VOTE was unanimous, in favor. 


Questions 4 and 5 — Do you prefer Plan A or Plan B for House 
of Correction? And if you prefer Plan B, what use would you make of 
present facilities? Plan A would mean a NEW House of. Correction. 
Plan B would mean using present hospital for a House of Correction 
with some renovations. Many ideas proposed as to probable uses. 
Motion made by Mrs. DeLude, seconded by Mrs. Frizzell, that the 
Delegation authorize the present building committee to continue work- 
ing in conjunction with the architect for new plans for the new hos- 
pital of 160 beds, and for renovating, altering or eliminating whatever 
is necessary for existing facilities. VOTE showed 19 in favor, none 
opposed, 2 declined to vote. 


More discussion re: architects’ fees. Motion made by Mrs. Frizzell, 
seconded by Mr. Angus, that a public hearing be held concerning the 
sum of not more than $10,500 for architects’ fees, and that the Dele- 
gation instruct the County Commissioners to authorize the Treasurer 
to borrow this amount in short term notes, to pay architects’ fees for 
preliminary plans for new construction of 160-bed nursing hospital. 
VOTED — 16 in favor, none opposed, others declined to vote. 


The Chairman of the Delegation, Mrs. DeLude, was instructed to 
call the Public Hearing for June 2, 1966 at 7:30 P.M. in the Commis- 
sioners’ Claremont Office. 


Then the question arose re: original plan called for 150 beds — 
why was vote taken for 160 beds? This was explained satisfactorily 
by Mr. Ahern and motion was made by Mrs. DeLude, seconded by 
Mr. Williamson, that the original Plan B be reconsidered and rescind- 
ed, and that the 160 bed figure be used. This Vote was unanimous. 


It was also voted that Martha Frizzell be Acting Chairman at the 
Public Hearing, since Mrs. DeLude, the regular Chairman will be 
away at that time. 


Mr. Nahil, Chairman of the Building Committee thanked each 
member of the building committee for their excellent work and 
cooperation. He reviewed all that has been accomplished to date and 
said there is a true need for this new hospital in Sullivan County.

In accordance with the laws of the State of New Hampshire the 
Commissioners of Sullivan County herewith submit their Annual 
Report for the year ending December 31, 1966:— 


It has been a pleasure working with the various County Officials, 
the County Delegation, the Superintendent and Matron, Mr. and Mrs. 
Omer Ahern; Mrs. Lucile Waldo, Director of Nurses; Dr. Stearns, our 
faithful physician, and last but not least, our girls in both the New- 
port and Claremont offices. 


An Itek photocopying machine has been installed on the third 
floor over the Register of Deeds office, which will greatly facilitate 
the work of this department. This move was obviously anticipated by 
those responsible in 1948 when the building was erected, as water 
and drainage pipes were installed at that time. 


The windows, trim and steeple of the Court House in Newport 
were painted.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 
To the Honorable Board of County Commissioners: 


We are pleased to have the opportunity to report a prosperous 
year at the Institution. A great deal of service has been rendered to 
many needy persons not only in the Nursing Hospital but in the Home 
and House of Correction as well. 


The waiting list at the Nursing Hospital continues to increase and 
at the present time the number is well above 70. We realize that the 
waiting list is too long to be truly effective for all applicants as many 
pass away while still close to the bottom of the list, for at the pres- 
ent time the waiting period is close to a year. 


Anyone familiar with hospital restorative activities must realize 
the anxieties of nursing personnel who do not have the immediate 
opportunity to treat these patients due to the delay in admission to 
the hospital. We all recognize the fact that the first few weeks of ill- 
ness is the important period if maximum recovery is to be achieved. 


It is hoped that the problems and differences that now exist in 
our building program can be resolved in the early new year and 
that building can proceed, as a new facility is so essential to serve 
the County needs. 


As an administrator it is a very difficult and heart-breaking task 
to continuously refuse the pleading request of a husband or wife for 
the admittance of a spouse. 


The hospital has been filled to capacity at all times allowing only 
that period of time necessary to make repairs and properly complete 
housekeeping before admitting the next patient. 


The role of the County Home and Hospital has slowly changed 
from an institution of custodial care and minimum trained personnel 
to an Extended Care Facility offering intensive care with greater em- 
phasis placed on restorative treatment under the supervision of highly 
trained professional personnel. 


Medicare is having its impact on general hospitals at the present 
time and as of January lst Nursing Homes and Nursing Hospitals 
have become involved. The Sullivan County Nursing Hospital is prop- 
erly staffed and equipped to certify as an Extended Care Facility, 
however, due to the 100 per cent occupancy of beds and waiting list 
it is highly improbable that certification will be granted. We will do 
whatever we can to make the County Hospital become available to 
Medicare patients. 
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Increased costs have been a part of each institutional budget 
and 1967 will be no exception. Federal regulations are responsible 
for the increase in cost in two specific cases; the first is greater con- 
trol on drugs, thus making it necessary to employ a pharmacist to meet 
control demands and secondly, on February 1st the hospital comes un- 
der the Federal Minimum Wage and Hour Law; resulting in a pro- 
found affect on our total budget by increasing future operating costs 
at the Institution. 


As usual repairs have been needed and this past year it was nec- 
essary to replace the hospital roof at considerable expense. Another 
addition is the installation of a TV cable system which will greatly 
benefit hospital residents and add to their enjoyment. 


House of Correction costs have increased due to the higher rate 
for board and room for the men held in the Manchester Jaii and an 
increase in the use of the facility at the County Home. This higher cost 
was offset somewhat by lower farm labor cost — work being accom- 
plished by men confined to the House of Correction. 


The farm program continues to improve with greater crop pro- 
duction and increased efficiency. The price increase in milk is en- 
couraging and should help to improve the receipts for total farm 
income. 


The dairy herd continues to show good results and is a real asset 
in supplying top quality milk and beef for hospital and institutional 
use. 


Other changes are needed in our dairy operation if we are to im- 
prove and work with the greatest efficiency. I would feel that a milk- 
ing parlor added to our present dairy facility would assist in cutting 
labor cost, improve herd health, and increase milk production. It is 
also necessary to replace our.silos which are over 25 years old and 
now need to be replaced. I would recommend one cement bunker silo 
to replace the three upright ones. This would cut cost in filling and 
would cut hand labor in feeding dairy animals. 


We would like to express our appreciation to our county com- 
missioners for their assistance and cooperation during the past year. 
It has been a pleasure working with them. We are sorry to lose Mr. 
Bailey as a county commissioner for he has been dedicated to county 
work. We have found him to be understanding and most cooperative. 
Our best wishes go with him in his retirement. We welcome Mr. Glenn 
Bascom, our new county commissioner, and look forward to working 
with him. 
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We want to thank all the agencies who have so generously given 
their time, cooperation, and assistance in the overall operation of 
the institution. We have enjoyed working with Sheriff James McCusker 
these past ten years and welcome the opportunity to work with our 
new sheriff, John McCusker. 


As in years past there have been many organizations, clubs, 
and individuals, too numerous to mention by name, who have con- 
tributed in many ways to the hospital. We are very grateful to these 
people. 


We want to express our thanks and appreciation to Dr. Stearns, 
our Chief of Staff, and his medical consultants; Mrs. Waldo, our Di- 
rector of Nursing Services, and her capable staff; and all our per- 
sonnel for their loyalty and cooperation in the performance of their 
duties. We can all be justly proud of a fine institution.

PHYSICIAN’S REPORT 


To the Commissioners of Sullivan County: 


Once again I wish to convey my thanks to the Commissioners for 
their kind cooperation, and to our energetic and hard-working Super- 
intendent, Mr. Omer Ahern, and Mrs. Ahern, the matron, for their 
patient help. 


We have been fortunate in having a wonderful Chief Nurse, Mrs. 
Lucile Waldo, R. N. and her fine group of registered nurses and nurse 
aides, who give our patients such tender loving care. 


During the past year, we added one full time rehabilitation aide 
to our physiotherapy staff, which now consists of two rehabilitation 
aides under the able direction of Mrs. Priscilla Buinicky, a registered 
Physiotherapist. During the year they served about 38 patients. 


Last March, our patients received dental examinations by mem- 
bers of the Geriatric Commission of the New Hampshire Dental Soci- 
ety, sponsored by the New Hampshire Bureau of Dental Public Health, 
directed by Dr. Charles Gumbrunnen. 


In June, a consultant pharmacist, Mr. Stanley Bucko, was added 
to the staff on a part time basis; and we formed a Drug Committee, 
consisting of Mr. Bucko, Dr. Alberto Miyara, Mrs. Waldo, R. N., and 
myself. 

We also acquired a part time Dietitian, Mrs. Jean Fortier. 

The Occupational and Recreational Therapy Department continued 
to serve all our patients who were able to participate, staffed by Mrs. 
Charlotte Hawkins, a registered Occupational Therapist, and Mrs. 
Blanche Stoughton, Recreational Coordinator. 


We have been fortunate in having such an exceptionally fine group 
of doctors on our consulting staff, as Dr. Robert G. Maxfield, Surgeon, 
Dr. Alberto Miyara, Internist, Dr. Robert Shoemaker, Orthopedic Sur- 
geon, Dr. Hanford Auten, Ophthalmologist, and Dr. Howard Sprague, 
Dentist. 

We have enjoyed the laboratory and x-ray facilities of the Clare- 
mont General Hospital. 

In 1966, we had a daily average of 90 patients. There were 26 
discharges (including 17 deaths) and 23 new admissions. 


We could have taken care of many more patients if we had the 
beds.

REPORT OF COUNTY ATTORNEY 
December 31, 1966 


The Commissioners of Sullivan County 
Newport, New Hampshire 
Gentlemen: 


The following is my report to you as Sullivan County Attorney 
for the year 1966, relative to the matters handled by this office dur- 
ing the course of the year. 


In the year 1966, this office represented the State and County in 
many matters, including civil suits, misdemeanors, felonies, criminal 
investigations, reciprocal non-support actions and advising the County 
Commissioners and local law enforcement authorities. 


A numerical breakdown of these matters indicates that in 1966, 
this office presented ten (10) criminal cases to the Grand Jury; six- 
teen (16) persons waived indictment and pleaded guilty to felonies, 
which crimes included breaking, entering and larceny, rape, aggravated 
assault, etc.; there were twenty-three (23) appeals to the Superior 
Court, seventeen (17) of which are now pending (violation of Sunday 
Sales Law in Claremont, N. H.); one (1) execution on a judgment 
for the County (in process presently); approximately twenty (20) 
cases under the Uniform Reciprocal Enforcement of Support Act in 
which New Hampshire was either the initiating or responding state. 
This office also prosecuted over forty (40) misdemeanors in our 
District and Municipal Courts throughout the year. 


It is interesting to note that while the crime rate in other counties 
and throughout the nation have been steadily increasing, the crime 
rate in Sullivan County remains low. It is my belief that the low 
crime rate in Sullivan County is due mainly to the excellence of our 
law enforcement officers. With the cooperation of all law enforce- 
ment officers in the County there is no reason why we cannot continue 
effective law enforcement for Sullivan County. 


We regret the retirement from our ranks of Sheriff James Mc- 
Cusker, but welcome the new sheriff, John McCusker, knowing well 
that he will continue to cooperate with all law enforcement officials 
and perform his duties with the same efficiency and dedication as 
James McCusker in the best interest of Sullivan County.
